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THE SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT SURVEYS. 


Tne present system of surveying Government lands, termed the 
Land System of the United States, has developed from an ordinance 
introduced before the Continental Congress May 7, 1784, termed ** An 
Ordinance for ascertaining the mode of locating and disposing of lands 
in the Western Territory,”’ and adopted by an act of Congress passed 
May 7, 1785. It had no precedent in the theory or practice of any 
pre-existing government, being the result of the highest order of states- 
manship, and exhibiting a profound knowledge of engineering science 
in minute details. With a few unimportant changes, it has been adopted 
by the Dominion of Canada, The ordinance provided for townships 
six miles square, containing thirty-six sections one mile square. The 
region embraced by the surveys under this law forms a part of the 
present State of Ohio, and is usually styled ‘Old Seven Ranges.” The 
townships, six miles square, were laid out in ranges extending north- 
ward from the Ohio River, the townships being numbered from south 
to north, and the ranges from east to west. In these initial surveys 
only the exterior lines of the townships were surveyed, and mile corners 
were established on the township lines, but the plats were marked by 
subdivisions into sections of one mile square. The sections were num- 
bered from one to thirty-six, commencing with number one in the south- 
east corner of the township, and running from south to north in each 
tier to number thirty-six in the northwest corner of the township. These 
first public surveys were made under the direction of the Geographer 
of the United States. 

The act of Congress approved May 18, 1796, provided for the appoint- 
ment of a surveyor-general, and directed the survey of the lands north- 
west of the Ohio River and above the mouth of the Kentucky River, 
“in which the titles of the Indian tribes have been extinguished.” 
Under this law one-half of the townships surveyed were subdivided 
into sections “by running through the same, each way, parallel lines 
at the end of every two miles, and by making a corner on each of said 
lines at the end of every mile,” and it further provided that “the sec- 
tions shall be numbered, respectively, beginning with the number one 
in the northeast section, and proceeding west and east alternately, 
through the township, with progressive numbers till the thirty-sixth be 
completed.”? “Chis method of numbering the sections is still in use, and 
can be seen by reference to Diagram No, 2, on reyerse page. 

The act of Congress, approved February 11, 1805, directs the subdi- 
vision of the public lands into quarter sections, aud provides that all 
the corners marked in the public surveys shall be established as the 
proper corners of sections or subdivisions of sections which they were 
intended to designate, and that corners of half and quarter sections not 
murked shall be placed as nearly as possible ‘‘ equidistant from those 
two corners which stand on the same line.” 

The act of Congress, approyed April 25, 1812, provided ‘* That there 
shall be established in the Department of the Treasury an office to be 
denominated the General Land Office, the chief officer of which shall 
be called the Commissioner of the General Land Office, whose duty it 
shall be, under the direction of the head of the department, to superin- 
tend, execute, and perform all such acts and things touching or respect- 
ing the public lands of the United States and other lands patented or 
granted by the United States, as have heretofore been directed by law 
to be done or performed in the office of the Secretary of State, of the 
Secretary and Register of the Treasury, and of the Secretary of War, 
or which shall hereafter by law be assigned to the said office.”” 

“Zhe act of Congress, approved July 4, 1836, provided for the reorgani- 
zation of the General Land Office, and that the executive duties of said 
office **shall be subject to the supervision and control of the commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office under the direction of the President 
of the United States.’? The repealing clause is, ‘‘ That such provisions 
of the act of the twenty-fifth of April, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and twelve, entitled ‘ An act for the establishment of a Gene- 
ral Land Office in the Department of the Treasury,’ and of all acts 
amendatory thereof as are inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
be and the same are hereby repealed.” 

From the wording of this act, it would appear that the control of the 
General Land Office was removed from the Treasury Department, and 
that the Commissioner reported directly to the President ; but as a mat- 
ter of fact the Secretary of the Treasury still had supervisory control, 
for the act of Congress, approved March 3, 1849, by which the Depart- 
ment of the Interior was established. provided ‘‘ That the Secretary of 
the Interior shall perform all the duties in relation to the General Land 
Office, of supervision and appeal, now discharged by the Secretary of 
the Treasury.”? By this act the General Land Office was transferred 
to the Department of the Interior, where it still remains, 


THE RECTANGULAR SYSTEM OF SURVEYS, 
The public lands of the United States are ordinarily surveyed into 
rectangular tracts bounded by lines conforming to the cardinal points. 


The principal lines are designated as meridian, base, township, range, 
and section lines, and the bodies of land thus formed are known as 


townships, sections, and lots, The first recorded use of the terms _ 


““ township,” and “section,” as applied to the public lands of the 
United States, is in an ordinance reported to Congress April 26, 1785. 
In Diagram No. 2, representing an entire towuship, each * section”? 
and ‘Tot’? is plainly indicated. 
INITIAL POINTS, 


Tnitial points from which the lines of the public surveys are to be 
extended must be established whenever necessary under such special 
instructions as may be prescribed in cach case by the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office. The locus of such initial points must be se- 
lected with great care and due consideration for their prominence and 
easy identification, and must be established astronomically. The ini- 
tial point having been established, the lines of the public survey are to 
beextended therefrom as follows :— ,

PRINCIPAL MERIDIAN AND BASE LINES 


are extended north and south and east and west from the initial point 
by the use of solar instruments or transits, as may be directed by the 
Surveyor General. In order to check errors in measurement, two sets 
of chainmen, operating independently of each other, must be employed, 
and the proper corners established. Principal meridians are designated 
by number or name, Each has its own base line, and these two lines 
form the basis or foundation for surveys of all lands within the terri- 
tory controlled by them. 

Ohio public surveys are controlled by several initial points, and by 
the first principal meridian coincident with the common boundary be- 
tween Ohio and Indiana, Indiana surveys are controlled by the 
second principal meridian, Llinois surveys are controlled by the 
second, third, and fourth principal meridian. Wisconsin by the fourth 
principal meridian, Minnesota by the fourth and fifth principal me- 
ridian. The Dakotas by the fifth and sixth principal meridians, also by 
the Black Hills meridian. Iowa, Missouri, and Arkansas by the fifth 
principal meridian. Kansas, Nebraska, and the greater portion of 
Colorado and Wyoming by the sixth principal meridian. Michigan by 
the Michigan meridian. Florida by the Tallahassee meridian, Ala- 
bama by the Huntsville and St. Stephens meridians. Mississippi by the 
St. Stephens, Choctow, and Washington meridians, Louisiana, east 
of the Mississippi River, by the St. Helena meridian, and on the west 
by the Louisiana meridian. New Mexico by the New Mexico me- 
ridian, Arizona by the Gila and Salt River meridian. Utah by the 
Great Salt Lake meridian. Nevada by the Mount Dieblo meridian. 
Idaho by the Boise meridian, Montana by the Montana meridian. 
California by the Mount Dieblo, the San Bernardino, and the Hum- 
boldt meridians. Oregon and Washington by the Williamette meridian. 


TOWNSHIPS AND RANGES, 


Township lines are run east and west parallel with and six miles 
from the base line and from each other, and the spaces between these 
lines are known as townships north or south, and designated by num- 
bers according to their numerical distance from the base line. Range 
lines are run north and south on a true meridian, six miles from and 
parallel, as near as may be, with the principal meridian, and the spaces 
between them are known as ranges, and are described as east or west 
of the principal meridian, and consecutively numbered from that line. 

Diagram No. 1, on reverse page, will illustrate the system of num- 
bering townships and ranges, north and south and east and west from 
the principal meridians and base lines ; numbering east or west until 
they reach the next meridian, and north or south until they reach the 
next base line. 

Thus, any certain township or range can readily be found within the 
territory embraced by this system if the numbers of the same are 
known referring to principal meridian and base line. 

The bodies of land six miles square, formed by the intersection of 
the township and range lines, are called 


CONGRESSIONAL TOWNSHIPS, 


and contain, as near as may be, 23,040 acres. Congressional town- 
ships are described and located as being north or south of the base line 
and east or west of the principal meridian from which that particu- 
lar survey is made. Thus township one north, range three west of 
the fifth principal meridian, would be the first township north of the 
base line and in the third range west from the principal meridian. The 
law requires that the lines of the public suryeys shall be goyerned by 
the true meridian, and that the townships shall be six miles square, 
two things involving, in connection, a mathematical impossibility, for, 
strictly to conform to the meridian necessarily throws the township 
out of square by reason of the convergency of the meridians, and 
hence, by adhering to the true meridian results the necessity of depart- 
ing from the strict requirements of law, as respects the precise area of 
townships and the subdivisional parts thereof, the townships assuming 
something of a trapezoidal form, which inequality develops itself more 
and more as such the higher the latitude of the surveys 

For that reason standards and auxiliaries, which are also called cor- 
rection lines, and auxiliary or guide meridians are run from time to 
time, and are designated by number, and as north, south, east, or west, 
as the case may be, from their respective base lines and principal me- 
ridians ; parallels and auxiliaries are now run at intervals of twenty- 
four miles, dividing the country into tracts of twenty-four miles square, 
or sixteen townships. 

Congressional townships are subdivided into thirty-six tracts, called 


SECTIONS, 


each containing as near as may be 640 acres. The thirty-six sections 
: into which a township is subdivided are numbered, commencing with 
number one at the northeast angle of the township, and proceeding 
west to number six, and thence proceeding east to number twelve, and 
so on, alternately, until they number thirty-six in the southeast angle. 
In all cases of surveys of fractional townships, the sections should bear 
the same number as they would if the township was full. In all cases 
where the exterior lines of the townships thus subdivided into sec- 
tions or half sections shall exceed, or shall not extend, six miles, the 
excess or deficency shall be specially noted, and added to or deducted 
from the western or northern ranges of sections or half sections in such 
township, according as the error may be in running the lines from east 
to west, or from south to north ; the sections and half sections bounded 
on the northern and western lines of such townships shall be sold as 
containing only the qnantity expressed in the returns and plats respec- 
tively, and all others as containing the complete legal quantity. 
Diagram No. 2, on the reverse page, shows an entire Congressional 
Township subdivided and numbered by sections, and showing excess 
or deficiency in area on the north and west sides of the township, 


Sections are divided into quarters by straight lines run from the es- 
tablished quarter section corners—United States surveys—to the oppo- 
site corresponding corners, and the poiut of intersection of the lines so 
run will be the corner common to the several quarter sections, or, in 
other words, the legal centre of the section ; these quarter sections are 
designated as northeast quarter, northwest, southwest, or southeast, 
according to their location with regard to their common corner, 

In the subdivision of quarter sections, the quarter quarter corners are 
to be placed at points equidistant between the section and quarter sec- 
tion corners and between the quarter corners and the common centre 
of the section, except on the last half mile of the lines closing on the 
north or west boundaries of a township, where they should be placed 
at twenty chains, proportionate measurement, to the north or west of 
the quarter section corner. 

Fractional sections and those containing meandered rivers and lakes 
are also divided into 40 acre lots, as near as may be ; these fractional 
lots are numbered from one upwards in each section. By an examina- 
tion of Diagram No. 2, on reverse page, and of the maps on other 
pages of this work, the careful student will be enabled to describe or 
locate any piece of land. Numbers 1, 2-6 are the numbers of the mean- 
dered lots with areas shown: a, north quarter corner ; 6, east quarter 
corner ; c, south quarter corner, and d, west quarter corner. 

Proceeding down stream, the bank on the left hand is termed the 
“left bank’? and that on the riyht hand the “right bank.”? These 
terms are’to be universally used to distinguish the two banks of a river 
or stream, 


RE-ESTABLISHMENT OF LOST CORNERS. 


The original corners, where they can be found, must stand as the 
true corners they were intended to represent, even though not exactly 
where strict professional care might have placed them in the first in- 
stance, 

Missing corners should be re-established in the identical localities 
they originally occupied, When the point cannot be determined by 
the existing landmarks in the field, resort must be had to the field notes 
of the original survey. The law provides that the lengths of the lines, 
as stated in the field notes, shall be considered as the true lengths thereof, 
and the distances between corners set down in the field notes constitute 
proper data from which to determine the true locality of a missing cor- 
ner; hence the rule that all such should be restored at distances pro- 
portionate to the original measurements between existing original cor- 
ners. That is, if the measurement between two existing corners dif- 
fers from that stated in the field notes, the excess or deficiency should 
be distributed proportionately among the intervening section lines be- 
tween the said existing corners standing in their original places. Miss- 
ing corners on standard township and range lines should be restored 
by proportionate measurement between the nearest existing original 
corners on those lines. Missing section corners in the interior of town- 
ships should be re-established at proportionate distances between the 
nearest existing original corners north and south of the missing corners. 

As has been observed, no existing original corner can be disturbed, 
and it will be plain that any excess or deficiency in measurements be- 
tween existing corners cannot in any degree affect the distances beyond 
said existing corners, but must be added or subtracted proportionately 


to or from the intervals embraced between the corners which are sti 
standing, 


OFFICIAL SUB-DIVISIONS BY COUNTY OFFICIALS. 


Various States require their county auditors or recorders to cause a 
survey and plat of “irregular tracts” of land to be made and placed 
upon record, when, for assessment purposes, the descriptions are too 
indefinite. These become official, and title will pass as the same ap- 
pears of record, by the number of each lot being given on the plat. 

Diagram No, 3, on reverse page, shows a practical subdivision of a 
section for assessment or other purposes, with a proper description of 
each fractional part of the quarter section, 


METES AND BOUNDS, 


In the Eastern and New England States the system of surveying and 
describing lands by metes and bounds as followed prior to the establish- 
ment of the rectangular system of surveys still exists. The system at 
its best is imperfect and uncertain in its working, having no known 
lines for base of surveys, and seldom any official plats for references as 
to initial points. Diagram No, 4 shows a tract of land described and 
platted by ‘‘metes and bounds,”’ as the same would appear in deeds. 


STANDARD TIME. 


What is known as the ‘‘ new standard time,”’ was adopted by agree- 
ment of all the principal railroads of the United States at 12 0’clock, 
noon, on Noy, 18, 1883. The system divides the Continent into five 
longitudinal belts, and establishes a meridian of time for each belt. 
These meridians are fifteen degrees of longitude, corresponding to one 
hour of time, apart. i: 

Eastern Maine, New Brunswick, and Nova Scotia use the 60th 
meridian; the Canadas, New England, the Middle States, the Vir- 

inias, and the Carolinas use the 75th meridian, which is that at Phila- 
delphia; the States of the Mississippi Valley, Alabama, Georgia, 
Florida, and westward, including Texas, Kansas, and the larger part 
of Nebraska and the Dakotas, use the 90th meridian, which is that of 
New Orleans ; the Territories to the western border of Arizona and 
Montana, use the 105th meridian, which is that of Denver; and the 
Pacific States use the 120th meridian, y 

The time divisions are known as intercolonial, eastern, central, 
mountain, and Pacific standard time. 

A traveller passing from one belt to another will find his watch one 
hour too fast or too slow, according to the direction in which he is go- 
ing. If travelling westward, his watch will be one hour faster ; if east- 
ward bound, it will be one hour slower than the belt which he enters. 

This change of system reduced the time standards used by the differ- 
ent railroads from fifty-three to five, a great convenience to the railroads 
and travelling public. : 

The suggestion leading to the adoption of this new system originated 
with Professor Abbe, of the Signal Bureau at Washington, and was 
elaborated by Dr. F. A. P. Barnard, of Columbia College, New York. 
The scheme was proposed in 1878, but was not adopted until it had 
been submitted to a number of scientific associations at home and 
abroad, and received their approval.

ROAD LAWS OF IOWA. 


EXPLANATIONS. —R., revision of 1860. C,’51, Code of 1851, Ch. 1, 20 
g. a., Chapter 1, Laws of the 20th General Assembly. Amendments 
since the Code of 1873 in italic type. 


Section 920. [JURISDICTION.] The board of supervisors has the 
general supervision of the highways in the county, with power to 
establish and change them as herein provided, and to see that the laws 
in relation to them are carried into eflect. ., sec. 819, c. 51, sec. 
514. 

Sec. 921, [Wiprn.] Highways hereafter established must be 
sixty feet in width, unless otherwise directed ; but the board of super- 
visors may, for good reasons, fix a different width, not less than forty 
feet, and they may be increased or diminished within the limits afore- 
said, altered in direction, or discontinued, by pursuing substantially 
the steps herein prescribed for opening a new highway. J., secs. $20,

Src. 934, [REPORT DAMAGES.] Within thirty days from the date 
of his appointment the commissioner must file his report in the 
auditor’s office, and if it be in fayor of the establishment of the high- 
way, shall report the number of bridges required, if any, and the probable 
cost thereof on the proposed hiyhway, the auditor must appoint a day, 
not less than sixty nor more than ninety days distant, when the matter 
will be acted upon; on or before which day all objections to the 
establishment of the highway and claims for damages by reason of the 
establishment thereof must be filed with the auditor. #., secs. 840-1,

Sec. 937. [AUDITOR MAY ESTABLISH.] If no objections or claims

Src. 948. [RECORD oF ORDER.] Any order made or action taken 
in the establishment of a highway shall be entered in the highway 
record, distinguishing between those made or taken by the auditor and 
those by the board of supervisors. 

Sec, 949. [PLAT AND FIELD-NoTES.] After the highway has been 
finally established, the plat and field-notes must be recorded by the 
auditor, and he shall certify the same to the township clerk, and the town- 
ship clerk shall certify to and direct the supervisor of highways to haye the 
same opened and worked subject to the provisions of the next section.

importance to be opened and worked by the public, they shall make 
an order establishing the same, from which time only shall it be 
regarded as a highway.

Sec. 1. [CHANGE IF ALONG sTREAMS.] That the board of super- 
visors shall have the power to change and establish highways along 
streams where they can avoid building a bridge or bridges over said 
stream, and said highway shall be placed in good travelling condition 
by said eounty board of supervisors; and all cost accruing in the 
establishment of said road shall be paid out of the county bridge fund. 
Ten years adverse use by the public of a highway will, under the stat- 
ute of limitation, bar the land owner from its recovery. 


ROAD LAWS OF MINNESOTA. 


County Roads.—Every road located by State or County 
authority is a county road, and shall only be changed or vacated 
by an order of the County Commissioners; and the proceedings 
relating thereto recorded in the “Book of State and County 
Roads.” 

Laying, Altering and Discontinuing.—When running 
through more than one town, upon petition of twenty-four free- 
holders of any County containing one hundred or more legal 
voters, and of twelve freeholders of any County containing less than 
one hundred legal voters, to the Board of County Commissioners ot 
such County, setting forth the beginning, course and termination 
of such proposed change or location, with the names of owners 
of land through which the same is to pass, the Auditor of such 
County shall lay such petition before the Board at its next ses- 
sion. 

Board shall appoint Committee.—At said meeting 
when satisfied that at least thirty days’ notice, by posting in three 
most public places, has been given of said change, location or 
alteration, the Board shall appoint from its members a committee, 
if necessary, to examine said road. 

Committee to report to Board.—After having com- 
pleted such examination, they shall make a report of their pro- 
ceedings, either that the prayer of the petitioners be granted or 
rejected, a copy of which report shall be returned to the Board 
of Commissioners at their next session thereafter. - 

Commissioners’ Action.—At their next meeting, should 
they declare the petition granted, they shall direct the Auditor to 
notify the Supervisors of each town, through which the road 
passes, of its action. 

Damages.—Provided that all damages sustained by such 
location or change of said road shall be paid by the County. 

Town Roads—Laying Out, Altering and Discon- 
tinuing.—The Supervisors of the town may alter or discontinue 
any road, or lay out any new road, upon petition of’ not less than 
six legal voters who own real estate or who occupy real estate 
under the homestead or pre-emption laws of the United States, or 
under contract from the State within two miles of the road to be 
altered, laid out or discontinued, or upon petition of eight legal 
yoters, who are freeholders and residents of the town within three 
miles of the road to be laid out, altered or discontinued. 

Said petition shall contain a description of the road or part 
thereof to be altered or discontinued; and if for a new road, the 
names of owners of Jand, if known, over which the road is to pass. 
The beginning point, its general course and the point of termination. 
G.S. 1894, Sec. 1806. 

Petition to be Filed and Posted,—The aforesaid num- 
ber of legal voters shall file their petition with the Town Clerk, 
and cause a copy of the same to be posted up in three of the most 
public places of the town, twenty days before any action is had in 
relation thereto. G. 8. 1878, Ch. 13, Sec. 34. 

Supervisors to give Notice of Hearing.—Whenever 
the Supervisors receive a petition, in compliance with the preceding 
sections, they shall, within thirty days, make out a notice and fix 
therein a time and place at which they shall meet and decide 
upon such application. The applicants shall serve notice at 
least ten days previous to such time of meeting, personally or by 
copy left at the usual place of abode of each occupant of the 
land through which such highway may pass, be altered or discon- 
tinued. 

The Supervisors shall also cause copies of such notice to be 
posted in three public places in said town, at least ten days pre- 
vious to such meeting. At the time and place specified, the Super- 
visors, upon being satisfied of the legal serving 6f such notices, by 
affidavit, shall proceed to examine personally such highway, an1 
shall hear all reasons for or against the laying out, altering or dis- 
continuing the same, and shall decide upon the applications as they 
deem proper. Their report to lay out, alter or discontinue shall be 
final for one year, unless appealed under the Statute provided in 
such cases. G. S. 259, Sec. 36. 

Supervisors’ Order, Survey, Filing, Width.—When- 
ever the Supervisors shall lay out, alter or discontinue any highway, 
they shall cause a survey to be made when necessary; shall in- 
corporate an accurate description in an order to be signed by them, 
and shall cause such order, together with all the petitions, and afli- 
davits of service of notices, to be filed in the office of the Town 
Clerk. On the refusal of the Supervisors to take action in rela- 
tion to said road, they shall note the fact on the back of the peti- 
tion, and file the same as aforesaid. 

All orders, petitions and affidavits, together with award ot 
damages, shall be made out and filed within five days after the 
date of action relating to said Toad; but the Town Clerk shall 
not record the same within thirty days, nor until a final decision 
is had, and not then unless such order is confirmed. 


All public roads to be laid out by the Supervisors or County 
Commissioners shall not be less than four rods wide, and may be six 
rods wide, when all residents of lands adjoining such road so petition. 

Public Cartways.—May be laid out two rods wide upon 
petition of five resident freeholders of said town. © 

A copy of the record, duly certified, is competent evidence . 
in all courts of facts contained therein. 

Damages and Benefits.—The damages sustained and 
benefits conferred by reason of laying out, altering, or discontinu- 
ing any road, may be ascertained by the Supervisors. Every agree- 
ment and release shall be filed in the Town Clerk’s office, and 
shall bar such owner from further claim for damages. 

Removal of Fences.—Supervisors shall give twenty days’ 
notice in writing to owner or occupant of land, for removal of 
fences, provided no inclosure is ordered opened between the 1st day 
of April and the first day of October. 


ROAD LAWS OF ILLINOIS. 


PUBLIC HIGHWAYS DEFINED. 

AN ACT in regard to roads in counties under township organization and to 
repeal an act und parts of acts therein numed, approved June 23, 1883, in 
JSorce July 1, 1883, as amended 1885, 1887, and 1889. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the people of the State of Illinois, repre- 
sented in the General Assembly: That all roads in this State which have 
been laid out in pursuance of any law of this State, or of the territory 
of Illinois, or which have been established by dedication or used by the 
public as a highway for fifteen (15) years, and which have not been 
vacated in pursuance of law, are hereby declared to be public highways. 
[As amended by act approved June 17, 1887.] 

Sec. 30. All public roads established under the provisions of this 
act shall be of the width of sixty feet: Provided, short roads, not ex- 
ceeding two miles in length, may be of a width not less than forty feet 
nor more than sixty feet ; and roads called public and private may be 
of the width as in this act provided, All public roads, laid out as 
herein provided, shall be opened within two years from the time of 
laying out the same. If not opened within the time aforesaid, the 
same shall be deemed to be vacated, t 

Sec. 31. The commissioners may alter, widen, or vacate any road, 
or lay out any new road in their respective towns when petitioned by 
any number of land-owners, not less than twelve, or two-thirds of the 
land-owners residing in such town within two miles of the road so to 
be altered, widened, vacated, or laid out. Provided, said commissioners 
may also narrow or reduce the width of the streets in town plats not 
incorporated, so as to leave the same not less than sixty feet in width, 
on petition and under like proceedings as herein provided in case of 
laying out, altering, widening, or vacating roads, 

Src. 32. Said petition shall set forth, in writing, a description of 
the road and what part thereof is to be altered, widened, or vacated ; 
and if for a new road, the names of the owners of lands, if known, and, 
if not known, it shall be so stated, over which the road is to pass, the 
points at or near which it is to commence, its general course, and the 
place at or néfir which it is to terminate. 

Sec. 33. Whenever the commissioners shall receive any such peti- 
tion, they shall ix upon a time when and place where they will meet 
to examine the route of said road, and to hear reasons for or against 
the altering, widening, vacating, or laying out the same; and they shall 
give at least ten days’ notice of the time and place of such meeting by 
posting up notices in five of the most public places in the township, in 
the vicinity of the road to be widened, altered, vacated, or laid out. > 

Sec. 35. If the petition is simply for the vacation of a road, and the 
commissioners, or a majority of them, shall, at such meeting, decide 
that the prayer of the petitioners should be granted, they shall order 
such road to be vacated ; a copy of which order, together with the peti- 
tion, shall be by them filed with the town clerk; such order to be so 
filed within five days after the date of such decision, : 

Sec. 36. If such petition is for the establishment of a new road or 
the alteration or widening of an existing road, and the commissioners, 
or a majority of them, shall be of the opinion that the prayer of the 
petitioners should be granted, they shall cause a survey and plat of 
such road to be made by a competent surveyor, who shall report such 
survey and plat to said commissioners, giving the courses and distances, 
and specifying the land over which said road is to pass ; in which they 
may make such changes between the termini of the road described in 
the petition as the convenience and interest of the public, in their judg- 
ment, may require. : 

Src. 37. Upon the petition of twalve land-owners residing in the 
town where the road is situated, it shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioners, within a reasonable time, to employ a competent surveyor and 
have any road designated in such petition in their several towns resur- 
veyed and plats thereof made, which plats and surveys shall be by them 
filed for record in the office of the town clerk ; Provided, that this sec- 
tion shall not apply where the same has been already done, unless the 
exact location of such road is uncertain. 

Src. 38. The establishment of a new road on the route of a road 
already established according to law shall not vacate the road pre- 
viously established, unless such vacation is prayed for in the petition, 
and-so declared in the order establishing a new road, 

Src. 49, In case the commissioners shall not revoke such prior pro. 
ceedings, they shall make an order, to be signed by them, declaring 
such road so altered, widened, or laid out a public highway, and which 
order shall contain or have annexed thereto a definite description of 
the line of such road, together with a plate thereof, The commis- 
sioners shall, within five days from the date of such order, cause the 
same, together with the report of the surveyor, the petition, and the 
releases, agreements, or assessments in respect to damages, to be de- 
posited and filed in the oflice of the town clerk, who shall note upon 
such order the date of such filing, It shall be the duty of such clerk, 
after the time for appeal to supervisors has expired, and in the case of 
such appeal after the same shall haye been determined, in case the 
prayer of the petition is granted, to record such order, together with 
the plat of the surveyor, in a proper book to be kept for that purpose. 

Sec. 50. In cases where the damages claimed by the land-owners 


for the right of way are released, or are agreed upon between the land- 


owners and commissioners, the commissioners may, at their first meet- 
ing, or at any adjourned meeting, examine the route of the road, and 
cause a survey thereof to be made, and make their order establishing, 
altering, widening, or vacating the road, according to the prayer of the 
petition, and return the same within the time and in the manner speci- 
fied in this act. 

Src. 52, The records of the town clerk, or a certified copy of such 
record and papers relating to the establishment, location, alteration, 
widening, or vacation of any road, shall be prima facie evidence in all 
cases that all the necessary antecedent provisions had been complied 
with, and that the action of the commissioners or other persons and 
officers, in regard thereto, was regular in all respects,
